Speeding of Georgia's wheels of 
commerce and factory Tuesday 
brought announcement of wage in- 
creases to 4,000 workers, return to 
full-time productiow in several fac- 
tories and in at least two mills re- 
ports of greater activity than ever 
before in the history of the con- 


cerns. 

Coincidental with the announce- 
ment by Cason J. Callaway, of the 
Callaway Mills, LaGrange, of a 10 
per cent wage increase for . 4,000 
workers, the Atlanta Woolen Milis 
and the Bona Allen industries, of 


Buford,. reported both factories run- 
ning on full time, day and night, with 
more employes drawing wagés than 
ever before. 

Mr. Callaway, in making fhe an- 
nouncement of wage increases, said 
that while it was impossible to sell 
eotton goods at a fair price, im- 
preved conditions made it possible to 
pass higher wages to employes. He 
added that, while conditions still are 
so uncertain as to necessitate couser- 
vation of reseurces, “the drastic sit- 
vation of last summer has definitely 
improved.” The wage increase was 
effective as of last Monday. 

John Allen, of Bona Allen Indus- 
tries, said business has so improved 
during the last three months that 
produetion was far behind orders re- 
ceived from all sections of the coun- 
try. The 1,500 workers now ov the 
pay rolls, he said, exceed by at least 
400 the number employed “in the nor- 
mal days of 1928 and 1929.” 

The industries have added 200 men 
to the pay rolls during the last three 
weeks and all plants are running to 
full capacity, night and day. he said. 
The concern manufactures shoes, har- 
ness, saddles, novelties and all kinds 
of leather goods. ‘Twenty-five men 
are engaged in the work of makinz 
riding saddles, Mr. Allen said.

Pu Yi Back on Throne 
Envisaged by Chinese

CHANGCHUN, Manchuria, Wed- 
nesday, Oct. 12.—(#)—Sources close 
to the palace of Pu Yi,. chief execu- 
tive of Manchukuo, asserted today 
that the former “boy emperor” of 
China had received emissaries from 
Chind proper and discugsed with them 
the possibility of restoring at least a 
part of the Chinese monarchy under 
the Manchu dynasty. 

These sources declared that Pu Yi, 
the last of the Manchurian kings 
that ruled China for three centuries, 
and the Manchu-Chinese members of 
his entourage hoped that the oppor- 
tunity for such expansion of Man- 
chukuo would be provided after the 
Japanese military occupation of Jehol 
had occurred. 

Japanese military authorities here 
appeared to regard the occupation of 
Jehol as inevitable, possibly this com- 
ing spring, and Pu Yi'’s immediate 
following was declared of the belief 
that the extension of military opera- 
tions to the Peiping and Tientsin dis- 
tricts of China proper would be an 
inevitable sequel to such an occupa- 
tion.

Warrant, Bearing Affi- 
davit of Medical Officer, 
Accuses Defendants of 
Beating Patient toDeath 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Oct. 11.—(4)— 
Three attendants at United States 
Veterans’ Hospital No. 62, here, were 
arraigned today before United States 
Commissioner Skinner on charges of 
murder in connection with the death 


}of Charles K. Dickinson, a patient, 


from Somerville, Tenn. 

The men. Rogers D. Brown, alias 
Austin L. Brown, Aaron F. Ott, and 
Walter E. Epps, pleaded not guilty. 
A preliminary hearing will be held for 
the case. 

Brown and Ott were arrested to- 


Epps was taken into custody at 
Blythe, Ga. Officers said they were 
advised Epps recently had resigned 
his position at the hospital. 

Dickinson died last Saturday. A 
death certificate gave the cause of 
death as pneumonia caused by an ac- 
cidental fall. 

At the arraignment it was charged 
that Dickinson was beaten by the de- 
fendants. and that he flied of his 
wounds. He was buried with full mili- 
tary honors Monday in a cemetery 
here. 

The warrants on which the arrests 
were made bore an affidavit of 
Colonel R. W. Soper, medical officer 
in charge of the hospital. 

Colonel Soper, after the arraign- 
ment, said Dickinson had _ suffered 
two broken ribs, a penetrated lung 
and bruises about the body. and that 
it at first was believed the patient 
had caused the injuries. He had been 
a patient who “at times was violent, 
throwing himself against walls, doors 
and jumping over tables,” Colonel 
Soper tonight told the Augusta 
Chronicle. 

The officer would not divulge why 
he had made the affidavit of infor- 
mation in obtaining the warrant for 
the arrest of the men. He said the 
nature of the patient's injuries, or 
wounds, was determined shortly be- 
fore-he died. 

Commissioner Skinner tonight com- 
municated with District Attorney 
Sheppard and said the attorney, had 
asked for all the facts in the. case. 
As soon as he had received these, the 
attorney was quoted .as saying, he 
would fix a date for the preliminary 
hearing. 

Meanwhile the defendants were in 
custody without privilege of bail.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland, Wed- 
nesday, Oct. 12.—()—Belfast was a 
beleaguered city throughout the night 
after a demonstration by 10,000 job- 
less men and women yesterday had

A cordon of police was drawn 
around the city and none allowed to 
enter except on permissible business 
until daybreak. The curfew law was 
enforced after 11 p. m., and as a re- 
sult the city was quiet except for con- 
stant sniping on the police in the 
Falls Road district. 

More than 2,000 police patrolled 
the streets on foot and in armored 
ears and bus and tram services were 
suspended. 

There were 12 outbreaks of fire 
during the evening, all of which were 
placed under control around midnight. 
Until 11 p. m. last night thousands 
of persons thronged the thoroughfare 
but unwillingly went home at that 
hour as police began to round up 
everybody they found abroad.

|Returning to the scene of his joys 


and triumphs, Dr. Simon S. Baker, 
65, former president of Washington 
and Jefferson College, sent a_ bullet 
into his brain during the night and 
died, a broken-hearted man. 

His body was found by a pipe line 
walker early today in a field near 
Washington. There was a wound in 
the left temple and his left hand 
grasped a pistol. 

The educator left his home _ in 
Pittsburgh yesterday after telling his 
wife he intended to go for a stroll. 
An intensified search for him was 
under way when his body was found. 

Dr. Baker served for a decade as 
president of Washington and Jeffer- 
son. He resigned last year following 
a five-day strike of students who 
protested against the dismissal of 
three professors and the threatened 
expulsion of two football players for 
fighting in a hotel. 

He came to Pittsburgh and lived a 
quiet life. His friends said he was 
depressed and melancholy. 

Police believe the man, his health 
and spirit ebbing, was drawn to the 
picturesque Washington and Jeffer- 
son campus. They said he probably 
wandered about in the familiar sur- 
roundings of his alma mater and that 
memories of his days as student and 
president increased his unhappiness. 

Then, they believe, he boarded a 
Pittsburgh-bound bus, a pistol in his 
pocket. At the foot of Quayle hill, 
not far from an amusement park 
where many W. & J. studenta revel, 
he alighted, strode into the field, and 
shot himeelf. 

Dr. Baker was graduated 
Washington and Jefferson in 1892. 
In 1921 he returned as president. 

He is <urvived by his widow, for- 
merly Grace Little, of Washington. 
Their only son, Edward, served in <he 
air service in the World War and

Negroes of the south have suffered 
fosses in the economic field while 
making encouraging gains in educa- 
tion, ‘health, protection by the courts 
and political recognition, said a sur- 
vey of recent trends in race relations 
made public Tuesday by the commis- 
sion on inter-racial co-operation. 


Among the favorable trends ob- 
served were improvement of educa- 
tional facilities, indicating, said the 
commission, “a growing sense of re- 
sponsibility for negro education and 
of confidence in its value.” 


The economic losses were attributed 
to the “general economic breakdown.” 
The situation has reduced the number 
of negro landowners and driven many 
farm tenants and wage hands to the 
cities. 


Chest budgets and their participation 
in Chest campaigns illustrate in the 
opinion of the commission another im- 
portant trend, the increasing recogni- 
tion of negroes as ai. essential element 
in the community, both as assets and 
liabilities, 

The health of negroes has shown 
much improvement in recent years 
with a substantial decrease in the 
death rate and gain of five years 
in the average life span.

The survey said that the negro’s 
stand in the courts is steadily im- 
proving and his chance of getting jus- 
tice becoming “less spasmodic and un- 
certain.”

ROTARIANS ASKED

TO EDUCATION FUND 


An appeal to Rotarians te contrib- 
ute to the Rotary educational founda- 
tion fund was made on Tuesday at 
the elub’s luncheon meeting at the 
Capital City Club by Thomas C. Law. 
His appeal followed a report made 
by Kendall Weisiger, director of the 
foundation. :

REED ARRAIGNS HOOVER. 

Blame for the collapse of agri- 
culture is laid squarely and con- 
vincingly at the door of President 
Hoover in the address delivered by 
former Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, in Des Moines Monday 
night, The outstanding mid-western 
statesman furthermore told a re- 
ceptive audience of lowans_ that 
many of the statements made by 
Hoover from the same platform 
only a few days before wére “‘wil- 
ful perversions of the truth.” 

The records of few presidents 
have been as bitterly arraigned as 
is Mr. Hoover’s in the Reed speech. 
In his capacity as a business ‘“‘pro- 
moter’ -in various countries of the 
world and as chief executive he is 
charged with deliberate efforts de- 
signed for the enrichment of the 
few at the expense of the masses 
of the people. 

‘Senator Reed: charges that ‘“‘the 
body of Mr. Hoover’s speech in 
Des Moines is a series of incor- 
rect statements and unjustifiable 
deductions,” adding that “one 
thread runs through all of it, name- 
ly, that it is the duty of the United 
States to sustain the financial and 
economic structure of the world.” 

That theory, Senator Reed asserts, 
is not a surprising one when it is 
advanced by a man who— 


Spent 33 years of his adult life 
abroad; who exploited corporations 
in’ Australia, Russia,. China, New 
Zealand and Great Britain; who was

Nobody needs to be surprised. Since 
the day that peace was signed, min- 
isters and journalists, statesmen and 
politicians have not ceased to declare 
in France that the surest way, to 
have peace was to have a big army, 
an abundant air fleet and a navy bet- 
ter equipped than anyone else’s. If 
that theory is valid, one must admit 
that it is valid for everybody... No, 
say the French nationalists,, not for 
Germany, a conquered country, ¢com- 
mitted to disarmament by the terms of 
the peace treaty. 

This is not altogether ‘prepenes, 
either. The peace treaty did indeed 
disarm .the empire of the Hohenzol- 
lern, but it stipulated at the same 
time that the disarmament of Ger- 
many was to be the first step to gen- 
eral, world-wide disarmament. Yet 
14 years after the signing of that 
peace, nobody thinks of disarmament. 
And Geneva, with an adjourned con- 
ference on her neck and unable to 
do anything about the Japanese grab 
and murder campaign in the far east, 
is so near complete moral baukruptcy 
that only a miracle can save her. 

Since that second part of the treaty 
was not kept, Germany says now 
openly that she does not intend to 
keep the first part. This was to 
foreseen.

If the principle is admitted, it will 
be difficult, if not impossible, to pre- 
vent the complete na" cy that is 
to say Germany will arm and the 
mad race will be on once more, The 
hope is on France to stop Germany 
from arming and to proceed immedi- 
ately to her own disarmament.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


DIATHERMY VERSUS THE OLD 
SPANISH CUSTOM. 

We're going to hold a plebiscite 
(and I'd like to wager all our readers 
on the pronunciation of it) upon the 
question of the method of choice for 
the treatment of infected tonsils. 

So far as the conductor ig con- 
cerned the question has been settled 
by the great number of enthusiastic 
letters received from readers who have 
had the diathermy treatment. But I 
gather that a good many unenlight- 
ened laymen are still accepting the 
old Spanish method—that is, the 
guillotine and snare—and taking their 
chances on the several complications 
which happen in a certain number of 
cases when the older method of ton- 
sillectomy is employed, no matter how 
skilful the operator. 

Among the letters received from 
patients who have had the diathermy 
method there have been a few ex- 
pressing dissatisfaction, One from an 
editor out west who, i 
acre, went to some manufacturer of 
physicians’ equipment who referred 
the wiseacre to a good customer who 
had just bought some diathermy ap- 
pares The editor didn’t like the 
ungling of the amateur. Well, what 
weight has such a yokel against the 
delight and gratitude expressed by 
most patients who have received the 
diathermy treatments from physicians 
skilled in the technic? 

As I have said before, I should have 
no other method for my*own tonsils, 
and I should advise no other method 
for anyone who can procure the serv- 
ices % a responsible physician of 
good répute or standing who has had 
the necessary clinical instruction in 
the special technic of diathermy. 

In the past few years I have re- 
ferred many correspondents to such 
physicians in all parts of the country. 
Certainly not all of them received 
the diathermy treatment, but that 
most of them did, and were pleased 
with the restlts they expetienced, I 
know from the letters they wrote me 
later, 

Now I want to hear both the pro 
and the con of this tonsil question, 
I don’t care for expressions of ama- 
teur opinions or for second hand 
stories or hearsay. What I should 
like is a letter from every reader who 
has had any method of treatment 
for infected or even for enlarged ton- 
sils, and what he or she thinks about 
the method of treatment. This invita- 
tion is intended for those who have 
undergone the regular or old-fashion 
surgical tonsilectomy as well as for 
those who have undergone other meth- 
ods. If only a handful of readers 
should trouble to vote in this pleb- 
iscite, it won’t mean anything. But 
if we can prevail upon a few thon- 
sand to give us their views it will 
have telling significance. 

Although, as I said, I have had a 
few reports from diathermy patients 
who were dissatisfied, I have never 
heard of any serious or fatal compli- 
cations from this method of treatment. 
I wish we could say as much for the 
old Spanish method, but unfortunate- 
ly we can’t, and the disastrous com- 
plications of the standard guillotine 
and snare method of hacking out ton- 
sils—I use the term hacking advised- 
ly and I have the evidence to warrant 
the term—which seem quite wnavoid- 
able and happen in the best regulated 
hospitals or surgeries, will, I believe, 
ultimately turn the scales against the 
bloody method and constrain all true 
physicians to adopt the diathermy 
method in all cases where it is ap- 
plicable,

NEW YORK, Oct. 11—(AP)—Fol- 
lowing is the full text of the ad- 
dress delivered tonight at a repub- 
lican rally at Madison Square Gar- 
den by former President Calvin 
Coolidge: 

My Fellow Countrymen: This meet- 
ing was arranged by a body of public- 
spirited New York people and the na- 
tional republican committee, for the 
purpose of helping to re-elect as presi- 
dent of the United States, Herbert 
Hoover. I have accepted an invita- 
tion to address you in order that I 
might express my opinion on some of 
the issues of the campaign, reiterate 
my support of the president and re- 
assert my faith in the republican par- 
ty, the mest efficient instrument for 
sound popular government ever en- 
trusted with the guidance of a great 
nation. 


We ought to bring to all our tasks | 


a spirit of good cheer, but a national

Reciprocity on a wide scale is aot 
practical. More than that, any at- 
tempt to apply it is certain to pro- 
duce intense domestic jealousy and 
dissention. In order to get one duty 
lowered abroad we should have to 
lower another duty at home. The 
domestic producers who suffered from 
a lowering of our duties would have a 
good deal of cause to feel that they 
had been sacrificed to secure an ad- 
vantage to some other foreign. and 
domestic producers, 

It is very easy to criticize after the 
event. Constructive leadership is not 
so easy. I have no taste for criticiz- 
ing. I much prefer to present the 
constructive and statesmanlike pro- 
gram of my party. But when it is 
constantly charged that President 
Hoover lacks leadership I hope I may 
be pardoned for a slight reference to 
what appears to be offered in its 
place. As carly as November, 1028, 
the democratic*leader publicly urged 
the presentation of a constructive pro- 
gram by his party.

Always the end has been to improve 
the well being of the ordinary run of 
people. If any candid examination is 
made of the progress we have accom- 
plished underethis system in the last 
two generations I do not think any 
one can seriously contend that it has 
not been a success. The scale of 
wages has constantly increased, the 
standard of living has constantly risen. 
We have had temporary reactions 
when prices have fallen and read- 
justments have been necessary. We 
are passing through such a period at 
the present time, but we. have always 
emerged to find ourselves able to ac- 
quire new strength. But the princi- 
ple is the same im good times and in 
bad times, The republican party be- 
lieves in encouraging business in order 
that the benefits from such business 
may minister to the welfare of the 
ordinary run of people, 

All of our wage earners by giving 
the most casual thought can not fail 
to reeognize the soundness of these 
principles. It is inevitable when a 
concern can make a profit by operat- 
ing that it will be in the market for 
labor and materials, but when it can 
only make a loss it will discharge 
labor. This is what happens inevita- 
bly during an era of falling prices 
such as we have had from the summer 
of 1929 to the late spring of 1932. 

Now it is difficult to conceive of 
any important business which does not 
involve the question of credit. When 
credit begins to be impaired business 
becomes paralyzed, wages decline and 
employment ‘decreases; the bank re- 
fuses to make toans because it fears 
they will not be repaid; the deposi- 
tors withdgaw their money because 
they feel it is not. safe; producers re- 
fuse to sell on time because they are 
afraid they cannot collect. If this 
process conttaued far enough univer- 
sal bankruptcy would prevail. The 
people of property suffer great losses 
but they are usu&lly able to take-care 
of themselves while many wage earn- 
ers, small homeowners and farmers 
are unable to pay theif interest and 
taxes or provide themselves and their 
families with food, clothing and shel- 
ter. These are the people thafvevery- 
one recognizes need the help of the 
strong arm of the government. 

Only Relief in Employment. 

The first thought for relief would 
probably be a dole and a loan but a 
little consideration would sHow that 
increasing their debts and destroying 
their independence would scarcely be 
considered a real service to people in 
distress. Such a remedy merely treats 
the symptoms without removing the 
causes of the disease. The answer 
comes back according to the words of 
holy writ that they who drink of that 
well will thirst again.

tion With resources of more than 
three’ and one-half billion dollars 
which has already benefited indirect- 
ly more than 30,000,000 people. The 
whole policy has been based on the 
theory of re-establishing an opportu- 
nity for employment by strengthen- 
ing the resources of the employer. A 
banker can now lend money to a man- 
ufacturer to carry on his production. 
If the depositor wants his money the 
banker does not need to call good loans 
and foreclose sound mortgages. The 
same principle applies to the other 
concerns. The power of the resourcer 
of the United States government has 
been marshalled to support the credit 
of the key concerns of our economic 
structure, always for the purpose of 
serving the ordinary run p people. 

All this seems perfectly plain and 
obvious and so elementary that no one 
competent to hold national office could 
fail to comprehend.

Tulane Asks Reinstate- 
ment, Claiming Star 
Is Not Pro. '

The supreme court will hand down a 
decision on Nollie C. (Papa) Felts, 
ineligible Tulane fullback, Thursday 
in Atlanta, f 

The supreme court is the executive 
committee of the Southern conference. 
It will either reverse or sustain the 
ruling made by C. P. Miles on Octo- 
ber 1 that Felts is ineligible because 
of participation in 20 games with the 
Hattiesburg and Meridian baseball 
a in the Cotton States league in 

‘. 

Tulane Univessity, through its fac- 
ulty chairman of athletics, demanded 
that the case be heard on appeal, The 
hearing was set for Thursday morning 
at 10:30 o’clock. A decision is ex- 
pected comparatively early. 

he committee of seven will decide 
the case. There will be no appeal 
from this decision. Tulane’s only re- 
course would be to withdraw from the 
conference and this would make null 
and void the remaining games on her 


schedule. 

NEED FELTS. 
_ The Tulane officials frankly stated, 
in their statements to the press, that 
they needed Felts for the Vanderbilt 
game, scheduled for Saturday in New 
Orleans, 

Tulane contends that the conference 
ruled on the Felts case in March, of 
1930, and declared him eligible. 

e records of the March meeting 
of 1930 do not mention Felts’ name. 
The records show that Tulane pre- 
sented a case of a player who had 
signed a contract to play professional 
baseball but who had not received any 
money for signing the contract, There 
was no mention made of participation. 

The. records of the National Base- 
ball Association show that Felts 
signed a contract. If so the amount 
of money he received is specified on 
the contract as this is a provision of 
the contract. It is not known wheth- 
er this is in the hands of the execu- 
tive committee or not. The records 
also show participation in 20 games. 

THERE’S A PRECEDENT. 

The conference has a precedent 
which, if followed, will keep Felts on 
the ineligible list. Frank Waddey, of 
Georgia Tech, was ruled ineligible for 
1929 when it was shown that he had 
played in two innings of professional 
baseball without having received any 
remuneration. Tech made no protest 
when the evidence was submitted. 

Professor A. H. Armstrong, of 
George Tech, who is secretary of the 
conference, wouid say nothing except 
that President Miles had ordered 
the meeting be held and that it had 
been set for Thursday morning. 

Dr. Miles ruled Felts ineligible 
when evidence was submitted to him 
showing that Felts’ name appeared in 
the baseball record books of 1927 as 
having played in 20 games. This was 
substantiated by the tYeport’ from 
Secretary A. J. Farrell, of the na- 
tional association, that Felts contract 
was on file with Cotton States league 
records in his® office. 

NOT PAID, CLAIM. 

Tulane admits he played but claims 
that he received no money and is 
therefore still eligible. Their ciaims 
that he received no. remuneration is 
said to be substantiated by affidavits. 

The entire case hinges on whether 
or not signing a contract and partici- 
pation in 20 games makes him a pro- 
fessional or not. 

Tulane has lost two of her three 
best backfield stars. Felts is ineligible. 
Francis Payne,' another star back, 
suffered an injured collar bone in the 
Georgia game last week and will be 
out for a month. Don Zimmerman is 
the only backfield star left, 


Felts Only Practiced 
With Team, McLain Says. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 11.—())—~ 
Nollie Felts returned today from Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss., where he obtained an 
affidavit from A. S. McLain. secre- 
tary of the 1927 Hattiesburg baseball 
club, saying that Felts only practiced 
with the team, never was a regular 
player and did not receive any salary. 
Mr. McLain explained in the affi- 
davit that he had to sign Felts-in 
order to protect the club under base- 
ball law. 

Mr. McLain advanced the opinion 
that éonfusion had existed.in the Felts 
case by mixing his record with an- 
other player named “Phelps,” who 


| joined the club about the same time. 


“We simply gave kim a tryout,” 
said Mr. McLain. “But he got no 
money playing ball with us. Nollie 
didn’t play the 20 games accredited to 
him in the record books. To the best 
of my knowledge, he played only two 
or three games. 

“Tt is possible t’et he was con- 
fused with a young player from Mon- 
roe named Phelps, who also had a 
trial about this.time. The record 
book says Felts played at Meridian, 
too, but this is not true. He got an 
affidavit to prove that he never played 
with Meridian.” 

In view of Mr. McLain’s affidavit 
New Orleans football followers be- 
lieve that Felts has a good ¢hance of 
being reinstated, since Professor C. 
P. Miles. president of the Southern 
conference, announced that he had or- 
dered Felts ineligible on the basis of 
his record as shown in an official 
baseball guide.

Conflicting 
statements came from distributors and 
retailers, the only certain fact appar- 
ent being that 2 cents a gallon more 
is paid by pasteurizers to ptoducers 
as the result of the “strike,” and that 


the consumer now is paying 8 cents 
more per gall6n. 

Members of the Georgia Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Confederation, which supplies 
Atlanta pasteurizing . plants, and a 
committee representing those pasteur- 
izers are to meet at the Piedmonte ho- 
tel this morning to report on efforts 
to obtain the uniform price agreement 
from raw milk distributors and re- 
tailers.
